France—Ald Will Probably Be Refused the 
Panama Canal Project—De Lesseps at 
Home—One of Pasteux's Patients Dead.

prevails in Paris that the French Chambers 

will refuse to authorize the lottery loan for the 
benefit of the Panama Canal project. 

The steamer Washington with M. de Lesseps 
on board arrived at St. Nazaire today. The 
municipal authorities gave a banqnet this even- 
ing in honor of M. de Lesseps. 

One of the wolf-bitten Russians who recent- 
ly came. bere and were treated by M. Pasteur 
to prevent rabies died last night in great 
agony With all the symptoms of bydrophobdia. 
The Russians arrived here and were placed 
under Pasteur's care March 15. They were 
Mujiks, and were nineteen in number. All bad 
been attacked by mad wolves and terribly 


lacerated. Pasteur will undertook to 
treat them, and at of placed them 
in his hospital. The man who died 


last night bad been carefully operated 
upon and regularly inoculated with virus twice 
aday since he arrived. His terrible death, 
with allthe symptoms of bydrophobia in its 
worst form, bas seriously checked public con- 
fidence in the effectiveness of Pasteur's dis- 
covery. The firet positive indications that the 
patient’s system was resisting the treatment 
manifested themselves Sunday, after be bad 
been in the hospital over five days. He soon 
afterwards became a victim of the most terri- 
ble suffering, and this to increase 
hourly up to the time of d bich occurred 
while the man was mad and Wild with physical 
torture. The corpse has been removed to Pas- 
teur’s laboratory, where it will be made the 
subject of an experiment by the scientists. 
M. Pasteur is much annoyed by the unfavora- 
ble comments caused by this failure of his 
method, but he insists that it establishes 
nothing. 

Pasteur injected morphine into the dying 
Russian, but without avail. The spinal mar- 
row ot the dead man will de used to inoculate 
dogs. The other Russian patients are domg 
well. Fourteen of them are busy seeing the 
sights of Paris. 


Servian Ministers Tender Their Resignations 
—Demobilization of the Army. 

VIENNA, March 23,—A dispatch from Bel- 
grade states that the Premier and all the mem- 
bers of the Servian Cabinet have placed their 
resignations in the hands of King Milan. 
The suceessor of M. Gurachanine will 
probably be eicher M. Mijatovics or N. 
Kallevies. The Vienna papers say that 
whichever one is appointed the choice is a 
prudent and commendable one, as it indi- 
cates the abandonment by Servia of her 
plans for renewing the war with Bulgaria, 
and a full and frank submission to the wii! of 
the Powers. The demobilization of the Serv- 
lan army. which was begun promptly upon 
the signing of the treaty of peace, continues 
regularly and will soon be completed. Prince 
Alexander of Bulgaria is urging upon King 
Milan the reéstabiishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries, but the King 
prefers to wait until after the ratification of 
the Turco-Bulgarian treaty. 


More Fighting in Madagascar — Heavy 
Losses Both on the Part of the French 
and the Hovas. 

LONDON, March 23.—The African mail steam- 
er which arrived at Plymouth today brings 
news of desperate fighting between the French 
and the Hovas in Madagascar. About the end 
of February the Hovas under Gen. Willoughby 
attacked 8,000 French troops, routed them with 
heavy loss, and pursued them to Tamatave. The 
French houses and stores in Tamatave were 
sbelied by the Hovas and destroyed. The 
Hovas then returned to the Capital. Their 
losses were small. A few days later Gen. 
Sherrington surprised 4,000 Sakalovas preced- 
ed by 250 Freuchmen and three machine guns. 
The Sakalovas were routed, forty being killed 
and many wounded. This is the first news of 
afresh rupture in Madagascar and has created 
a great sensation. ; 


General Foreign Notes. 

RRUSSELS, March 23.— In the riots today at 
Seramg one Of the strikers was shot dead by the 
fire from the troops. A number of German 
Anarchists who took part in the disorders have 
been arrested.

BERLIN, March 23.—The report of the 
Church Committee of the Upper House of the 
Prussian Diet includes an amendment relating 
to the reopening of Catholic seminaries ex- 
cept in the Dioceses of Gnesin, Posen, and 
Culm.

George Hearst Appointed to Succeed the Late 
Senator Miller. 
SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 23.—Gov. Stonue- 


man today appointed George Hearst United 
States Senator, vice John F. Miller, deceased. 
Mr. Hearst is now in Mexico. It is stated chat 
he will proceed direct to Washington without 
returniug to San Francisco. 

[Mr. Hearst was born in Franklin County, Mis- 
souri, Sept. 20, 1820.. His father, William G. Hearst, 
was aSouth Carolinian of Scotch descent. He was 
mining in his mative State when the gold-fever 
seized him. He arrived in California in 1850, en- 
gaged in mining, aed ultimately attained great 
wealth. His principal mining tentares were on the 
Comstock lode, in Utah, and in the Black Hine. 
When he arrived on the Comstock there were 
only fifteen or twenty men there. Mr. Hearst 
sold out his original claim there for $45,000. 
He immediately invested 825,000 in claims along 
the ledge, which proved very rich, In the latter 
part of 1860 he left San Francisco to visit his native 
place in Missouri, where he married Miss Phabe 
E. Anderson. On bis return to California he re- 
sumed his mining operations on the Comstock lode 
and elsewhere. In 1866 he found, himself ia re- 
duced circumstances, but ata critical moment 
fortune favored him. He succeeded in real-estate 


operations, and in the latter part of 1966 
raised his nt. to. perhaps 
a million. In 1872 he formed a connec- 


tion with J. B. Haggin in the purchase of Ontario 
mine, which has paid @ividepds'to the amount of 
millions He is the owner of a 60,000-acre ranch 
in San Luis Obispo, which is said to yield bim 
$180,000 a year. He is proprietor of the Daily r- 
aminer in this city. He was defeated by Stoneman 
for the Gabernatorial nomination at the last Dem- 
ocratic State Convention. His appointment now 
may make Stoneman’s eertain. He 
received the Democratic vote for United States 
Senator in the last Legislature, which elected Stan- 
ford.

It is claimed 
that this act was the result of MoCarthy’s 
efforts, and was done for the purpose of de- 
feating McKay's resolution. At any rate, the 
members all arose to their feet and many 
almost came to blows as they filed out of the 
ball in confusion, the meeting having broken 
up in a row.

Chicago Opinion Divided as to the Result 
of the Supreme Court's Finding in the 


Higgins & Gilbert vs. McCrea Cas 


The Practice of “Ringing” Trades Not 
One in Strict Conformity with the Rules. 
Opinion on the Board of Trade with re- 
gard to the exact meaning of the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Higgius & Gilbert vs. 
McCrea cases is considerably mixed up. Some 
are of opinion that it cuts direct at the very 
root of trading in futures, while others who 
profess to have studied the decision more 
closely maintain tnat it puts that kind of trad- 
ing on a firmer basis than ever before. It is 
admitted that the practice followed by Higgins 
& Gilbert in “ringing” their trades is one 
pretty generally adopted by large numbers of 
the most reputable members, but that it does 
not conform precisely to the letter of the re- 
quirements of Rule 26 can hardly be denied. 
Higgins & Gilbert are in close consultation 
with their lawyer as to any further possible 
steps they may take in the case. Not a few 
men were spoken to who thought that Higg108 


& Gilbert could bave established the subetitu- | 


tions that were asked for and gained that case 
with ease, while no particular sympat hy is felt 
fur McCrea, who was foolish enough to lose 
his $19,000 through pleading that the transac 
tions between him and Higgins & Gilbert were 
of a gambling nature. 

Frank Riddle, the attorney who looked after 
McCrea’s affaira at Chicago, in an interview 
with a TRIBUNE reporter gave the following as 
his opinion of the Supreme Court's decision:

set up as a chief defense that he had desired to 
gamble, and had made gambling contracts with 
Higgins & Gilbert. This was not in my 
judgment a good defense, and the question 
arose in my mind as to whether Higgins & 
Gilbert bad complied with Sec. 6, Rule 26, of the 
Board of Trade in the matter of substituting 
one obligor for another where existing con- 
tracts and obligations bad been settied and off- 
set under the provisions and requirements 1 
that rule. Upon the testimory of Higgins & 

Gilbert themselves to the effect that they had 
not done so, the Supreme Court decided the 
ease, and the court held that it was 
a duty that whenever a commission 
mercbant under that rule closed out 
existing contracts by making a ring, or offset, 
be must substitute some other party who 
would sustain the same relation to his cus- 
tomer as the party released through the ring 
or offsét. The court held that the rule was a 
proper one, founded on commercial conven- 
jence, and that the members of the Board of 
Trade, in order to avail themselves of its ad- 
Vantages, must comply strictly with its pro- 
visions, and that the substitutions made must 


be actual and not the mere mental intention } 


to substitute one party for another. The sub- 
stitutions must be shown by the books or the 
facts. The court held, also, and very proper- 
ly, that where a party goes into gambling and 
nefarious transactions and loses by them, they 
will leave him where he finds himself. The 
decision is on the whole one of great value to 
the board and all engaged in similar transac- 
tions. There is scarcely one in a hundred who 
could pot, with very little trouble, preserve 
exact technical evidence to show 4 substitu- 
tion whenever one was required, and 
it isn’t possible for a commercial 
house, not a bucket-shop, to do any business 
without some party who is a legal and prover 
substitute for every trade closed out or settled 
up in pursuance of that section.

Lonpon, Eng., March 11.—London religious 

society has been much exercised during the 

last few days by the charges that have been 
made in relation to the prevalence of kissing 
games at Sunday-school soirées. The Daily 

Telegraph is responsible for bringing the mat- 

ter to public notice, though the original 

charges first appeared in a religious weekly 
paper. According to this authority Sunday- 
schools and temperance societies are develop- 
ing “kissing games in an astonishing and 
alarming degree. The writer asserts that he 
knew of a Sunday-scbool where such games go 
on from 6 in the evening till midnight. He 
tolls of a Sunday-scbool orgie which he wit- 
nessed whieh began with a can-can “to an 
idiotic song and time,“ and he thus describes it:

Palmer, who is said to be the trainer of the 
gang, was held over for receiving stolen prop- 
erty. 

The Union Elevated Railway Company 
Was incorporated Monday at Springfield, 
with a capital stock of $10,000,000. The names 
of the incorporators should be some pledge of 
serious purpose. They are County Clerk 
Michael W. Ryan, United States Commissioner 
P. A. Hoyne. Assistant District-Attorney 
Chester A. Dawes, Edgar T. Paul, and Edward 
R. Swiney. They say there are no definit 
plans as yet beyond the attempt to establish 
the system of rapid transit wherever the right 
of way is avallable. A score of patents which 
they have secured will give them special ad- 
vantages when once startea.

PATENT-RIGHT LITIGATION, 


Hoe vs. J. G. Knapp. 

The case of Hoe vs. Knapp, involving the 
use of Conrad Kahler's excellent and rapid 
folding-machine attached to Bullock presses, 
now in genera! use in this and other cities, was 
decided by Judge Blodgett yesterday. The Hoe 
Suit against Kanler was for the alleged in- 
fringement of tbree patents—one for delivery 
of sheets on a printing-machbine (Crowell pa- 
tent), another for a paper-foilding machine, 
and the third for an imprinting machine. The 
defense was that the patents were void for 
want of novelty, and that the defendant did 
not infringe. The court found that the allera- 
tion of infringement was sustained so far as 
the delivery-machine was concerned; that de- 
fendants did not infringe as to the folding-ma- 
chine, and that there was an infringement of 
the third patent. He refused an injunction to 
restrain detendants using the patent because 
the patentee bad not put the Crowell device 
into use, and, when he did not do so, be should 
allow others to do so upon proper terms.

BEGGING FOR A VOTE. 


William Colwell of Chicago, Convicted of 
Robbery, Pleading with the Governor to 
Be Restored to Citizenship—The State 
Journal Starts on a New Career—The 
State Encampment—General Capital News. 
SPRINGFIELD, III, March 23.—(Special. |— 

One of the Democratic workers of the 

Ninth Ward, Chicago,—a saloonkeeper named 

William Colweli—calied on Gov. Oglesby today 

and pleaded with him to be restored to citizen- 

ship. The story he told the Governor was that 
when 15 years of age be was convicted of rob- 
bery, for which he served a term in Joliet, 
making his good time, and bemg discharged 
when 18 years of age. For the last nine 
years—since attaining bis majority—nhe has 
been voting, and had registerred under 
the new law when his past career 
was made public in a newspaper 
paragraph, and also the fact that he had never 
been restored to citizenship by the Governor. 
When asked by the Governor why he had not 
asked for his restoration before, he said he was 
ignorant of the fact that such a course was 
necessary, thinking the Warden’s certificate of 
good behavior was all that was necessary. He 
also told the Governor that his young wife had 
been in total ignorance of his having been in 
the penitentiary till the exposure referred to, 
and that the heavy blow had prostrated ber. 

He claimed to have quit the saloon business 

and to be at present engaged in the wood ari 

The Governor declines to issue 

the restoration certificate till Colwell iurnishes 

him documentary evidence of his good char- 
acter. The fact that Tom Brewer, Spring- 
tiela’s Mike McDonald, accompanied him to the 

Executive office and introduced him does not 

beip Colwell to establish his respectability.
